- with a broken and contrite 


heart, because of sins com 
mitted, and repent before Him 
im the. bitterness and agony of 
our souls, until we have con- 
fessed all the wrongs we have 
ever committed, and nothing is 
left covered up in our lives. It 
is easy then for us to believe 
that He saves, and not until 
then can we believe that we 
are justified in His sight. 

What then is the evidence of 
our standimg with God and how 
shall we know we are justified? 

Paul said, “We have peace 
with God.” Rom. 5:1. Knowing 
that nothing in our lives has 
been covered up, that all has 
been confessed out, and noth- 
ing else remains to be con- 
fessed, naturally places us lm 
a position where we can ‘exer 
cise faith in God that produces 
this “peace like a river,” “peace 
that passeth all understanding.” 

Having then exercised faith 
this far, it is possible for the 
child of God to come in pos- 
session of faith and obtain 
grace wherein he is able to 
stand. Rom. 5:2.

“By which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
‘preached unto you, unless ye 
have believed in vain.” > 
* Not only do we have to ex- 
ercise faith in God to get our 
sins forgiven, but we must con- 
tinue to believe in Him to the 
extent that we will put into 
practice all His teachings and 
show our faith by our works 
for, “faith without works is 
dead.” 

Abraham had faith in God 
and did not stagger at His 
womise but obeyed, not know- 
ing where God would take 
him, but because it was the 
call of God he knew it was 
safe to obey. 

On account of Enoch’s faith 
in God of things not seen, was 
moved with fear and prepared 
an ark, by which his whole 
family were saved from the 
flood and the whole world was 
condemned, and he became 
heir to the righteousness’ of 
God, all by faith. 

Sarah listened to God 
and was blessed beyond what 
was possible from a natural 
standpoint. All because she 
judged him faithful wlio had 
promised. 

“These all died in the faith, 
not having received the prom- 
ises, but having seen them afar 
off, and were persuaded of 
them, and embraced them, and 
confessed that they were stran- 
gers and pilgrims on the earth.” 
Heb. 11:13. 

When Abraham was tried he 
offered up Isaac without ques- 
tioning God as to why Ile 
wanted him to make such a 
great sacrifice. He knew that 
if he slew his son, God was 
able to raise him up, for he 
remembered that God _ had 
promised that, “In him shall 
thy seed be blessed.” 

In Jacob’s dying hour he 
was able to exercise faith in 
God, and did not take his leave 
until he had blessed both of 
Joseph’s sons, then leaned 
over on his staff and wor- 
shipped God.

After 
he reached manhood he re- 
fused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter, but took 
his place among the people.of 
God, rather than to take 
chances with the people who 
sinned. He counted the re- 
proach of Christ greater rich- 
es than all the treasures of 
Egypt. By faith he left old 
Egypt, and was not one bit 
afraid, even ‘though the king 
did get mad about it, but acted 
as though he was able to. see 
Him who is invisible. 

By faith in God he was able 
to lead the children: of Israel 
through the red sea on dry 
ground; and by the same 
means the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after God’s_ people 
proved their faith by their 
works. 

We could speak of Gideon,

“And Mel- 
chizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine:

And he blessed 
him, and said, Blessed be 
Abram of the most high God, 
possessor of heaven and earth: 
And blessed be the most high 
jod, which hath delivered thine 
enemies into thy hand, and he 


gave him tithes of afl.” (Gen. 
14:18, 19, 20.) 
This first example we have 


recorded in God’s Word of pay- 
ing tithes was by Melchizedek, 
priest of the most high God 
which, to say the least, is a 
type of the Christ of the New 
Testament; and note, he gave 
tithes of all. 

“And all the tithe of the land 
whether of the seed of the land, 
or of the fruit of the tree, is 
the Lord’s it is holy unto the 
Lord.” (Lev. 27:30.) Here the 
word all appears again and it 
is the Lord’s (not ours). It is 
holy unto the Lord; but in this 
busy world today, men forget 
the God who has blessed the 
seed of the ground, and caused 
it to spring up, and bring forth, 
some thirty, some sixty and 
some an hundred fold; and de- 
liberately—in the light of God’s 
Word—use the holy part for 
themselves, which justly and 
rightly belongs to God to be 
used in bringing precious souls 
to Him. 

At last we see God’s wrath

When he gath- 
ers his crop he turns over that 
one third or one fourth to the 
landlord, and you say this is 
only justice and right. Neither 
do you consider that you are 
donating anything to him be- 
cause that third, or fourth is 
the landlords. It is his accord- 
ing to the laws of our country, 
and if that renter should ap- 
propriate that part of the crop 
to his own use, he would be 
arrested and prosecuted*as an 
embezzler in the common 
courts of the land. 

Now to the laws of God and 
to the testimony: it makes no 
difference whether you are in 
the Church or not (For all the 
tithes of the land is the Lord’s).
